But the chairman of Liberia’s collective presidency 
(council of state), Wilton Sankawulo, said in a Friday 
radio interview that Johnson's men had captured and 
shot Dwe. 


Taylor said the man who allegedly ordered the attack 
in an bid to arrest Johnson, “Brigadier General” Arma 
Yuolo, ULIMO-J's chief of staff, had been suspended 
from his position as minister of transport by the council 
of state and summoned to the justice ministry "for an 
investigation” into the incident. 


He also said any sane persons found naked in the city 
would be arrested and charged with public nuisance 
— apparently a reference to a Johnson loyalist, one 
“General Butt Naked," found nude and blacked with 
charcoal at the scene of Priday’s attack, which led many 
residents to flee and schools to close temporarily. 


Johnson was ousted as leader of ULIMO-J by its senior 
commanders three weeks ago and shortly thereafter sus- 
pended from his ministerial post for “gross insubordi- 
nation.” 


Shortiy after his suspension, rocket-propelled grenades 
and other weapons were found at Johnson's house.

The leader of the rebel group is said to have told the 
large crowd that they were now for peace and were 
tired of the fighting. More people joined in the orgy and 
passing sheep, goats and chickens became the casualty 
as everyone in sight was slaughtered on behalf of the 
visitors. One eyewitness told me that the government 
soldiers from a nearby base at Kalahun, who came to 
see what was happening, were warmly embraced by the 
rebels who again repeated that the war was now over. 


One military officer is said to have provided a bag 
of rice for the visitors as the military's own contribu- 
tion. Passengers on vehicles heading for Kenema also 
alighted, joined in the dancing, made small cash contri- 
butions before continuing their journey. 


Before the visitors bid farewell to the people, they left 
& request to be brought to the local FM radio station in 
Bo for two records to be played for the commandos and 
their men. Sony Okunsun’s “Give Peace A Chance,” and 
"Salone Na We Yone” translated to mean Sierra Leone 
belongs to us all performed by a local artist here.
